BY A RESIDENT OF UTAH. 


ARTICLE 20. 


As this series of articles is intended 
as the initiatory step towards a thorough 
and complete solution of the problem 
of Utab Mormonism, and written mainly 
for the benefit of the thousands of hon- 
est but deceived ones in Utah and else 
where, who, willingly or otherwise. are 
diciplined to accept the dogmas of the 
church authorities as the word of God. 
on the plea that those authorities are the 
“living oracles of God,” it is of infinite 
importance that this analysis be suffi- 
ciently complete to meet the public want 
they ure intended to supply. To accom- 
plish this, it will be necessary to revert 
briefly to the days of poverty when nei- 
ther ihe Church nor ita leaders possessed 
more than sufficient to meet present 
wants, and thence, trace its bistury to 
tbe present time. 


After the death of Joseph Smith. and 
pending between 
the people of Illinois and the Chureb. a 
council of Church authorities convened 
and passed a resolution to send out to 
California or Oregon, some fifteen bun- 
dred men as pioneers, to form the nu- 
cleus of a gathering place in one of those 
Territories. A proposition was made by 
the Mormons thatif their enemies would 
buy their property and stop the lawsuits 
pending against them, they would re- 
move trom the State. The proposition 
was accepted; but before the Church 
members had time to prepare themselves 
properly for sucb a journey as that they 
contemplated. the indignation of the peo- 
ple was sgain aroused, and vented in 
persecution of the Church. In conse- 
quence of this, about one thousand fami- 
lies started westward on the first of Feb 
ruary, 1846. They arrived at Council 
Bluffs in July following. where the de- 
mand tor five bundred men for service 
in the Mexican campaiga was made upon 
them by Capt. J. Allen, U.S A. The 
demand being complied with, the bulk 
of the emigration moved onto Winter 
Quarters, now known as Florence, in 
the Territory of Nebraska. and there tem- 
porarily establisbed themselves. 

In the spring of 1847, Srighbam Young 
and seme one bundred and forty-three 
pioneers wended their toilsome way to 
the barren vailies of Utab. On and af- 
ter their arrival here, they were reduc- 
ed to sucb straits. that it was with dif- 
ficulty they survived the horrors of a 
state Of semi starvation. The beat pro- 
vided among them had ¢> subsist on 


on half rations. <A portion of the pio- 
neers returned to Winter Quarters the 
same fall, and again arrived inG.S L 
City in the tall of 1848. with some 1.000 
wagons loaded with human beings. un- 
der the direction of Brigham Young. who 
had conducted in person the pioneer re- 
turn trip of the previous fall to Winter 
Quarters The immense emigration from 
the East. and the arrival of about one 
buodred of the Mormon Battalion” from 
the West. together with the dreadful 
havoc made upon their erops in Utah by 
the crickets, combined to hold the com- 
munity still subject to penury. An ac- 
knowledgement of this condition of 
things is made in a very pretty poem by 
Mias E. R. Snow, published in the Dese. 
ret News of March 15th. 1865, from whicb 
[ make the following quotations as bear- 
ing directly on the subject: 


“Twas not, as now, with cities spreadiug 
round— 


yround— 
With sheltering roofs, and comforts' soothing 


emile— 
With luscious boards, to nerve the arm for toil. 


No spade or plow had stirr'd the sleeping sod — 
No white m:n’s foot the turf, had ever trod. 
Twas ull a waste, lone, desolate and drear— 
The savage roain'd - the crickef flourish'd here, 


Exied from home, a long and weary tread, 
With meagre outfits, scanty was our bread . 
Grim faced necessity enforced a strife— 
We battled with the elements, for life

] have quoted. it is presumed. is already 
written to show the abject poverty of 
the entire people of Utah, the bigh as 
well as the low, up to the year 1849. 
Whatever riches, therefore. are posseas- 
ed by them now, have been acquired 
since that time.
